Wake Up avo Toovk Big 


Practically no one has been left unaware that one 
of the greatest problems facing American education 
is the teacher shortage. The facts lead to one ines 
capable conclusion Ihere aren't and won't” be 
enough teachers to vo around 


We in the audio-visual field have problems of out 
own — problems of budget, the selection of materials 
and equipment, personnel, and organization. We 
have problems enough. But we cannot be uncon 
cerned about the great problems of American educa 
tion. The solution of our own specialized problems 
must be related to the solutions of the larger prob 
lems in education. We cannot isolate ourselves 


Others and among them, eminent educators 
are trying to tell us these things, but we appear re 
luctant to listen. We seem to be resistant, and we 
shouldn't be. We should heed their words and meet 
their challenge. In this issue of EpScrren Dr. David 
Henry, well-known Vice-Chancellor of New York Uni 
versity, is trying to tell us to wake up! “To meet 
the staggering demands upon the teachers of tomo 
row, two or three hundred or four hundred thousand 
short, the film must be used as a primary aid to con 
serve the teacher He is asking us to re-examine 
these audio-visual tools we know so much about; to 
reconsider functions and values; to see if we can’t find 
new ways for applying them in solving some of the 
really big problems. 


Dr. Henry's challenge is strikingly similar to that 
presented to EFLA at their convention last summer 
by Jack Rimalover in his talk, “The Film vs. the 


leacher.” Rimalover was reflecting the views of Dr. 
Henry Chauncey, President of the Educational Test 
ing Service, and his staff that we should be able to use 
to better advantage the technological advances and 
audio-visual knowledge we now have. “We must take 
this emergency of teacher shortages as an opportunity 
to recast our thoughts on educating children” and 
consider new ways to use our audio-visual resources

are trving hard to communicate with us 


These people — the 
Chaunceys 
in the audio-visual field, but their messages don't 
seem to be coming through. We appear not to listen, 
not to comprehend what is being said. We haven't 
picked up the cues and taken action. Yet these are 
challenges that could lead to broad-scale experimenta 
tion and revolutionary adaptations of audio-visual 
methods to the tasks of education 


Can the use of films and other audio-visual materials 
md methods really solve such pressing problems as 
teacher shortages? Who knows? Have we ever tried 
to think it through? Have the best minds of the audio 
visual field ever met with the top leaders of American 
education and tried to figure out just how we could 
apply our technological advances to such problems? 
Have we in the audio-visual field ever dared to think 
to think differently, to waink creatively about 
what to do with these new tools? Mavbe it’s time

we did 

Maybe it's time we removed the blocks — psycholog 
ical or other Kinds — that prevent us from hearing 
what others are saying. Maybe it’s time tor us to get 
moving when others tell us that we “represent the 
technological advances that are the only solution fon 
some of the current educational problems.” Who 
knows what we might eventually accomplish if we 
were to look up from our projectors now and then 
to try to find the way to use them best to solve the big

From experience of the last twenty on 
thirty years, we know of the efhicacy of 
the film, of its part in’ the learning 
process. Research is needed for its fur 
ther cdeve lopment but on the basis of 
what we now know, the film appears 


to be indispensable in the tasks ahead 


What Good Is a Film? 

The film is an instrument of com 
munication, not an end in itself. (How 
olten have you seen the teacher who 
assumed that alter she had used the 
film, the work was done?) The film is 
one of the mass media, along with 
pournalism, radio, television, the thea 
ter, an all of the the medium is no 
more important than its content. Pro 
fessor Harvey Zorbaugh has made this 
pertinent observation 

"As T view educational films, Etre 
quently feel that in producing them we 
have forgotten the old act of com 
munication formula, ‘Who says what 


to whom? There is room tor attention 
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both to what we are trying to sav and 
to the audience to whom we propose 
to say it, and what itis likely to mean 
to the audience 

Stuart Chase makes the same point 
in his book The Power of Words: “A 
recently developed machine can mag 
nify a spoken word one billion times 
in decibels. Yet, while talk exhibits its 
present uncertain quality, how does a 
billiontold amplification improve ity 
Or does amplification make it worse?” 

We can also pose thre question 
What does a film do for a mediocre 
or poor idear” We ought not to assume 
that the film automatically improves 
education. Loo many film producers 
have made that assumption, without 
recognizing, as Stuart Chase says, that 
stercotypes can be damaging, that cul 
tural lag can be increased as well as 
narrowed, that entertainment = can 
crowd out knowledge, that knowledge 
can be watered down to the point of 
ineffectiveness, that) “spectatoritis” is 
not inherently a sound educational 
posture 

Qn the other hand, we know that 
the film can speed up learning, aid 
retention, deepen understanding and 


enrich and enliven the whole process 


What the Teacher Has—

Communication does not inevitably 

result from using the tools of com 

munication, Attention-getting does not

OW many times im editing slides 
for class use have you found that 
you were short a good slide on 
some important subject?

In doing copy work focus is critical 
This can be checked betore putting 
the film in the camera by setting the 
camera in the fixed focus copying rack 
with the back off

Then the image can 


simply on a piece of waxed paper at 
the back of the camera. After setting 
the loaded camera up in the copying 
rack with the flood lamps adjusted. so 
that they do not produce a glare on 
the material, an incident light reading 
should be taken from the material to 
determine shutter speed and stop set 
tings. Best results are obtained by 
taking a new light reading for each 
picture photographed. Since the legs 
ol the rack frame the material as it 
will be photographed, care should be 
taken to center it properly. Do not 


forget that because of parallax, the 


view finder should not be used for 
close up work 

Colored pictures can be micely copied 
with indoor Kodachrome film. This is 
simplest from the film processing angle 
In copying black and white there are 
several methods, but they all involve 
complications in) processing. You can 
use oa special Somm reversal film 
processed into a transparency, but this 
film is hard to obtain except in’ bulk 
Also, you can use regular film and 
contact print your negative onto posi 
tive film for a transparency. Leitz puts 
out the Eldia Film Printer designed fon 
printing by contact: for

In 
addition, vou will probably have to do 
the dark room work vourself, which is 
time consuming. Fixed-focus copying is 
thie ost satisiactoryewhen you use in 
door Kodachrome film 

Phe author has found this method of 
fixed-focus copying of great value in 
rounding out a collection of slides on 
Medieval and Renaissance life, art, and 
irchitecture. My interest in this type of 
photog iphic work was first iroused in 
an audio-visual class at Northwestern 
University under CC. R. Crakes. Since 
then, | have worked on various systems

Photographed in the Navajo hom 
land in} Northern Arivona and New 
Mexico, the film depicts some of the 
activities in the lives of the Indians who 
weave the Navajo rugs, shows the steps 
in weaving the rugs, and interprets the 
importance of weaving to the Navajos 

As the film shows close ups ol various 
Navajo rugs, the narrator Comments on 
the falas, the colors, and the pat 
terns, ihe land —barren, dry, but 
colosful —is next shown; and then the 
people and the sheep are pictured 
After presenting a brief historical back 
ground including acquisition of sheep 
from the Spanish in the 1600's and the 
U.S. treaty in 1848 which established 
certain land and flock regulations, the 
film proceeds to a step-by-step record 
of weaving Navajo rugs 

The weaving begins in the spring of 
the year when sheep are driven by 
children into corrals. Here they are 
carefully shorn by hand. The Navajo 
women to whom the sheep belong do 
almost all the shearing — only rarely 
are they assisted by the men. The wool 
is washed and rinsed several times 
combed and re-combed, and then spun 

In the summer the looms are set up 
outdoors. Indian women sit on the 
ground before their looms and with a 
wooden stick work the wool between 
the wart threads. Early rugs were made 
only with natural colors of wool 
black, white, brown, grey — later vege 
table dyes were used with resultant 
finally Navajo 
women, influenced by the Spanish, 


pastel colors, and 


adopted very brilliant colors. Similarly 
there has been a transition in the 
weight of the rugs; originally they were 
very light weight and were used as 
blankets, later they were made much 
heavier and used as rugs 

The completed rugs are taken to 
the trading post where they are used 
to pay bills, redeem jewelry, or to bur 
those thines which are needed for the 
coming year. The trip to the trading 
post made by wagon tis generally used 
to fill the water barrel and always to 
enjoy the talk and laughter of th:
